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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Allowability Over Prior Art of Record 
Non Patent Literature 

"The JAVA Perks Developer Interest from IS to Embedded Systems", article by Tom 
Williams from May 1996 fails to disclose details of rules. Web-based applets are taught on first 
page of the article. However, the interaction with other components is not taught. 

Principles of Object-Oriented Analysis and Design, by James Martin Chapter 10 teaches 
Rules in a theoretical environment. The book is a basic blueprint on Object-Oriented Computer 
Aided Software Engineering Tools (OO-CASE) from 1992. 
Patent Literature 

USPN # 6,052,71 1 Gish - teaches Java (including Applets ) for accessing the Internet. 
Gish briefly mentions rules; "Behavior versus protocol Class libraries are essentially 
collections of behaviors that you can call when you want those individual behaviors in 
your program. A framework, on the other hand, provides not only behavior but also the 
protocol or set of rules that govern the ways in which behaviors can be combined, 
including rules for what a programmer is supposed to provide versus what the framework 
provides. " Gish lacks substantial evidentiary support for teaching the implementation of 
rules that are "procured in reply to requests from the mini-app dialog component and the 
transaction executor component", as claimed in claim 58 and 83. Also, Gish fails to teach 
" . . .the registering of a rule authority for each request for directing requests for service 
function to the appropriate rule authority.", as claimed in claim 72. And Gish fails to 
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Furthermore, Gish is silent as to the rule broker of claims 108 and 1 1 1 and the 
"... applying a rule broker component to selectively procure business rules grouped in 
geographic region specific sets from various sources in reply to rule queries". 
Gish also, fails to teach the canonical format and reformatting of the claimed invention to 
meet the burden of the substantial evidence requirements. 

USPN # 5,828,840 Cowan et al - Although silent about rules teaches the ability for an 
application to function with many different types of devices in a client server, the 
programming language JAVA is utilized and Applets are taught. For example col 2, lines 
25-35 applets communicate in their intended use of executing within a JAVA 
compatible browser environment. 

USPN # 5,926,636 Lam - Also is silent on Rules, but does teach a heterogeneous 
computer network. Lam does not state the implementation of the invention is in JAVA 
therefore cannot teach applets.
